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At approximately 0015 hours, Deputies Paz and Lumpkin observed a male, Suspect 

Jimmy Ray Marshall, riding a bicycle during the time of darkness without a headlamp. 
The deputies conducted a traffic stop. Suspect Marshall stopped the bicycle, placed 

it on the ground and put his hands in the air. 


As Deputy Paz and Deputy Lumpkin exited their marked radio car, Suspect Marshall 
suddenly grabbed his waistband and began running east оп 92" Street, toward 
Budlong Avenue. Deputy Paz gave Suspect Marshall several verbal commands to 
stop running, but Suspect Marshall did not comply. 


As Suspect Marshall entered the intersection of 92" Street and Budlong Avenue, 
Deputy Paz saw he had a handgun in his right hand. When Suspect Marshall ran 
down the driveway of lMlllio2^? Street, Deputy Paz saw Suspect Marshall toss the 
handgun, which struck a nearby wrought iron fence and came to rest on the ground. 
Suspect Marshall jumped over the southwest fence of the property, out of view. 


Deputy Paz and Deputy Lumpkin established a containment of the area and 
requested a K-9 response. 


K-9 Handler Deputy Phillippi and his canine, "Kai", responded to the location and 
conducted an area search with Deputy Paz. А Budiong Avenue, "Kai" alerted 
at a car which was parked in a carport. The canine crawled under the front of the 
vehicle. After a few seconds, deputies heard a male yell. Deputy Phillippi ordered 
the male out from under the vehicle. The male refused and Deputy Phillippi saw the 
canine pull free from the suspect and re-engage the suspect in front of the vehicle. 
Deputy Phillippi saw the canine pull the suspect out from the front of the parked 
vehicle. 
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Deputy Phillippi saw the canine had set a bite on Suspect Marshall's lower left leg. 
Suspect Marshall kicked the canine off of him with his right leg. As Suspect Marshall 
attempted to crawl back under the car, the canine reset his bite on Suspect 
Marshall's other leg. Deputy Phillippi ordered Suspect Marshall to move into the 
open. Suspect Marshall slowly moved toward the deputies, as the canine pulled him. 


The deputies moved to the rear of the parked vehicle. Deputy Phillippi took physical 
control of the canine. Deputy Paz secured Suspect Marshall with flex cuffs, without 
further incident. 


Paramedics responded to the scene. The suspect was subsequently transported to 
Centinela Hospital Medical Center where he was treated for his injuries. He was 
later transferred to Harbor UCLA Medical Center and released on bond. 


On March 3, 2011, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 
by the committee were: MPP 88 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 

Concerning: 

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Jason Phillippi, 825 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by Deputy Phillippi in this incident were within Department Policy.

On May 19, 2010, the Internal Affairs Bureau Force and Shooting Response Team 
went to Lennox Station's area regarding a significant use of force incident/K-9 bite. The 
team consisted of Sergeant Jessica Brothers and Lieutenant Alicia Ault. At the time 
investigators arrived, the crime scene was not preserved. The involved personnel were 
at the station and the suspect was at Centinela Hospital Medica! Center. Angelica 
Arias, Office of Independent Review, was notified of the incident but did not respond. 


Investigators learned that Deputies Jason Phillippi and Silvio Paz were involved in the 
incident. Deputy Phillippi was working as K-9 Unit 240K99. Deputy Paz was working 
uniformed patrol in the Lennox Station area at the time of the incident. 


This investigation is based on statements by the involved deputies, Suspect Marshall, 
and information obtained during the investigation, along with various written 
documentation. 


SYNOPSIS: 


Deputies Paz and his partner, Deputy Carl Lumpkin, were working Lennox Station 
Patrol as Unit 34 on EM shift, when they observed a male, Suspect Jimmy Ray 
Marshall, riding a bicycle during the time of darkness without a headlamp. The deputies 
conducted a traffic stop. Suspect Marshall stopped the bicycle, placed it on the ground 
and put his hands in the air. 
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As Deputy Paz and Deputy Lumpkin exited their marked radio car, Suspect Marshall 
suddenly grabbed his waistband and began running east on 92" Street, toward 
Budlong Avenue. Deputy Paz gave Suspect Marshall several verbal commands to stop 
running, but Suspect Marshall did not comply.

INVOLVED DEPUTY STATEMENTS 

The following is a synopsis of the statements made to IAB investigators by the involved 
deputies. For more information, see the attached verbatim transcriptions of the 
witnesses. 


Deputy Jason Phillippi was interviewed by JAB Investigators on August 25, 2010 at the 
IAB office. The following is a summary of Deputy Phillippi’s interview. 
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Deputy Phillippi said he has been a canine handler at SEB for approximately three and 
a half years, with his canine, "Kai." On May 19, 2010, Deputy Phillippi and canine 
handler Deputy Gaunt responded to the scene of a foot pursuit in Lennox Station's area 
at 92" Street and Budlong Avenue, where at least one suspect was believed to be 
hiding in an apartment complex. 


Deputy Gaunt played pre-recorded canine announcements through his vehicle's PA 
around the containment perimeter. Approximately 15 minutes after the announcements 
were made, Deputy Phillippi and Deputy Gaunt began their search at the apartment 
complex where the suspect was [ast seen. After the complex's parking lot checked 
clear, Deputy Phillippi and Deputy Gaunt continued their search on Budlong Avenue 
and split their searches, with Deputy Phillippi and Deputy Paz taking the south area. 


Deputy Phillippi described the first yard he searched as a property broken into three 
parts, with a front yard in front of a small house, and a two-story apartment with a 
carport area to the rear of the property. Deputy Phillippi made verbal announcements 
prior to searching the property. He kept the canine on its leash as they searched the 
open front yard, which checked okay. 


Deputy Phillippi saw a side gate that opened to another yard, which was in between the 
front house and the rear apartment. Deputy Phillippi made additional announcements 
before he released the canine to search. Deputy Phillippi said the “middle yard" 
checked okay. In the rear of the property, there was a small parking lot with a carport 
over it and four or five cars parked under the carport. 


Deputy Phillippi staged at the walkway that went into the parking lot and made 
announcements. The canine ran along the building and went to the carport area. 
When the canine got to the back of the carport, he dove under one of the parked cars. 
After a few seconds, Deputy Phillippi heard a struggle coming from under the car. 


Once Deputy Phillippi realized someone was under the car, he made announcements 
for Suspect Marshall to come out. Suspect Marshall yelled, "No. You come and get me. 
l ain't coming out. Get your dog." Deputy Phillippi saw the canine come out from 
under the car and then re-engage in the front of the car. Deputy Phillippi described the 
car as being parked “nose in" in the carport. Deputy Phillippi saw Suspect Marshall 
kicking at the canine. The canine had control of one of Suspect Marshall's legs and 
Suspect Marshall kicked at the canine with his other leg. Deputy Phillippi said Suspect 
Marshall fought the canine *tooth and nail," and he kicked the canine off of his bit. The 
canine re-engaged Suspect Marshall and started dragging Suspect Marshall out from 
the parked car. 
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Deputy Phillippi gave commands for the suspect to come out from the car and to show 
his hands. Suspect Marshail began to scoot out from the car, as the canine continued 
to pull him out. Deputy Phillippi and Deputy Paz moved toward the rear of the vehicle, 
in order tc take the suspect into custody. Deputy Phillippi saw Suspect Marshall did not 
have any weapons in his hands, so he leashed the canine and directed the dog to 
release his bite. Deputy Paz handcuffed Suspect Marshall without incident. 


Deputy Phillippi saw injuries to Suspect Marshall's left ear and both of his legs. Deputy 
Phillippi was notified after the incident that рап of Suspect Marshall's ear was missing, 
so he returned to the scene to search for it. Deputy Phillippi did not locate the ear. 


A review of Deputy Phillippi’s Supplemental Report was conducted by IAB investigators 
Deputy Phillippi's statements to ІАВ were consistent with his written report. For more 
information, see Deputy Phillippi’s Supplemental Report [Exhibit A]. 


SWORN WITNESSES 


Deputy Silvio Paz was interviewed by IAB Investigators on September 17, 2010 at the 
IAB offices. The following is a summary of Deputy Paz's interview. 


Deputy Paz has worked as a patrol deputy at Lennox Station for approximately two 
years. On May 19", 2009, Deputy Paz was assigned to work Unit 34 as the bookman, 
with his partner, Deputy Lumpkin. 


While patrolling near 92" Street and Budlong Avenue, Deputy Paz saw Suspect 
Marshall riding a bicycle on the sidewalk without a front light. Deputy Paz and Deputy 
Lumpkin conducted a traffic stop. Suspect Marshall initially complied by getting off of 
his bicycle and put his hands up in the air. 


As Deputy Paz and Deputy Lumpkin exited their marked patrol vehicle, Suspect 
Marshal! suddenly grabbed his waistband and ran east on 92" Street, toward Budlong 
Avenue. Deputy Paz ordered Suspect Marshall to stop, but he did not comply. Deputy 
Paz followed Suspect Marshall NN" Street. As Suspect Marshall ran down the 
driveway, he tossed a handgun toward a wrought iron fence. The handgun hit the 
fence and dropped to the ground. Suspect Marshall continued running to a fence at the 
rear of the property. Deputy Paz said he lost sight of Suspect Marshall as he (Marshall) 
climbed over the fence. 


Deputy Paz and Deputy Lumpkin set up a containment and requested a canine 


response. When the canine deputies arrived, Deputy Paz joined Deputy Phillippi's 
search team. Deputy Paz's search team checked a property RM 
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Avenue, which consisted of a house in the front of the property and an apartment 
building in the rear. 


Deputy Phillippi made announcements prior to searching the front yard of the property. 
Deputy Paz checked with the resident of the front house to confirm that no one was 
supposed to be in the property's yard. At the back apartment building, no one 
answered the door. Deputy Paz said the yards checked okay. 


When the search team reached the carport area, Deputy Phillippi made 
announcements. There was no reply, so Deputy Phillippi released the canine. Deputy 
Paz stood behind Deputy Phillippi. Deputy Paz saw a car parked very close to the 
carport's rear wall, but he could not see well because the carport was very dark. 
Deputy Phillippi approached the vehicle, but he told Deputy Paz to stay back. Deputy 
Paz saw Deputy Phillippi was between the carport wall and the car, as he (Phillippi) 
gave orders to the suspect. Deputy Phillippi told Deputy Paz to retrieve his flex cuffs 
and cuff the suspect, which Deputy Paz did. Deputy Paz said Suspect Marshall did not 
resist him when he was handcuffed 


Deputy Paz said he did not see the dog bite Suspect Marshall or the suspects struggle 
with the dog. Deputy Paz saw Suspect Marshall's ear was bleeding profusely and his 
legs appeared to have some injuries because his pants were "shredded." 


Deputy Paz said paramedics were standing by and treated Suspect Marshall for his 
injuries. 


A review of Deputy Paz's Incident Report was conducted by IAB investigators. 
Deputy Paz's statements to 1АВ were consistent with his written report. For more 
information, see Deputy Paz's Incident Report [Exhibit А]. 


Sergeant Michael Strickland was interviewed by JAB Investigators on October 25, 
2010, at the South Los Angeles Station. The following is a summary of Sergeant 
Strickland’s interview. 


Sergeant Strickland said he was a member of the search team with Deputy Phillippi and 
Deputy Paz. He was unsure of the exact address where the suspect was located, but 
Sergeant Strickland described the area as a carport. 


Sergeant Strickland said he did not see the dog bite Suspect Marshall or the suspect's 
struggle with the dog because he was standing approximately 15-20 feet away from 
him. Sergeant Strickland said the suspect had been hiding under a parked vehicle in 
the carport and his (Strickland's) view was obscured by the vehicle. 
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When the suspect came into Sergeant Strickland's view, he saw Suspect Marshall had 
an injury to his ear. Sergeant Strickland said he saw Deputy Paz handcuff Suspect 
Marshall without incident and the paramedics responded to treat Suspect Marshall 
within minutes of his apprehension. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 


Prior to the arrival of IAB investigators, Suspect Marshall was interviewed on video at 
the hospital by SEB Sergeant Anthony Baudino. A CD copy of the interview is attached 
as [Exhibit B].

IAB investigators contacted Suspect Marshall while he was being treated at Centinela 
Hospital on May 19, 2010. Suspect Marshall refused to speak to investigators 


INJURIES 


Suspect Marshall was treated at Centinela Hospital by ER Doctor Torabi for an avulsion 
to his left calf, lacerations to left knee and back of head, and a torn left ear. He was 
given staple sutures on his head. At the time of his treatment, he was assigned Patient 
300860156701. 


Photographs of Suspect Marshall's injuries were taken by IAB investigators and are 
included as [Exhibit C] and [Exhibit D]. 


INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS 


At the time of the Force and Shooting Response Team’s arrival, the use of force 
incident was concluded and Lennox Station personnel had not preserved the crime 
scene. 1АВ investigators did not respond to the crime scene therefore, there are no IAB 
observations of the location of this incident. Lennox Station Sergeant April Carter 
provided [AB Investigators with photographs of the location approximately 8 hours after 
the incident concluded and are included as [Exhibit C].
